VICTIM CUT IN MANY PLACES 


Youthful Assailant Arrested on a 


Charge of Assault and Battery 


With Intent to Kill. 


As the result ut a light Saturday 
night John It. Borem is languishing 
in jail and Dora Edwards is lying at 
his home suffering from numerous 
painful wounds. 
An affidavit was 
made out against Borem this morn­ 
ing ou the charge of assault and bat­ 
tery with intent to commit murder. 
By ail agreement of the attorneys in 
the case the defendant will be a r­ 
ranged before Mayor Cowing tomor- 
r#v morning. 
Edwards, who was working extra 
in Whitehead’s cafe Saturday night 
had a- quarrel with Borem which re­ 
sulted in a light in which Edwards 
was bested when Borem brought his 
knife into play. 
After the fraeus 
Edwards was taken to Dr. Lowell M. 
Green’s office where about one hun­ 
dred and fifty stitches were taken in 
his wounds. 
Borem went home and 
was arrested early yesterday morn­ 
ing by City Marshal Price. 
Witnesses who 
saw the 
quarrel 
from the beginning to the lied lay the 
blame on Borem’s shoulders and say 
that he was intoxicated when he en­ 
tered the restaurant about midnight. 
He called for a sandw ich and after 
his order was tilled called for mus­ 
tard. 
He smeared that 
over 
the 
counter, according to 
several 
who 
were present, until it was taken from 
him and seemed intent upon causing 
trouble. 
Finally his actions became such 
I hat Edwards asked him to leave the 
place and escorted him to 
the door. 
When they were on the outside they 
had a few words, but eye witnesses 
say that James Whitehead, who had 
been in the barbershop, intervened, 
and sent Edwards back in the res- 
tauraai.

say that 
while Whitehead was on the inside, 
Herein drew his knife and slipped it 
up his *lte»e.

Edwards says that lie felt that he 
i m getting the best of his opponent 
and did not. know that Lie was using 
the keite until he accidentally turned 


im the light during the fight and saw j 
the blood streaming down his breast. 
He (ben ran and cried out that he be- I 
lifted Im was cut. 
Witnesses say J 
i hat Borem started after Edwards to 
knish his work, but he was caught 
and held by several men. 
Edwards was taken to Dr. Green’s 
office and an examination by the phy­ 
sician showed that lie had been cut in 
various places, none of which were 
very dangerous, but were very pain­ 
ful. 
The worst wound on his body 
seemed to be the one on his breast, 
about tan inches long which penetrat­ 
ed to his breast bone. 
Besides this 
one there was a slash on his face, 
four or five different cuts on his left 


arm, a severe wound in his right arm. 


several inches long, and a hole in his 
right shoulder, where he had been 
stabbed. 
Dr. Green worked on his patient 
over three hours and estimated that 
he took over one hundred and fifty 
stitches in his skin. 
Edwards went 
through the whole operation without 
an opiate to relieve the pain and was 
conscious all the time, 
lie was re­ 
moved to his home and is much im­ 
proved 
today. 
He suffered 
most 
from the loss of blood and also from 
the pain caused b ythe wounds. 
Edwards, the victim of the fray, is 
a young married man who bears an 
excellent reputation. 
Ile works dur­ 
ing the day at the furniture factory 
aud often works extra on Saturday 
night at Whitehead’s cafe. 
He has 
purchased a lot in the new addition 
and is striving by thrift and industry 
to earn for his wife and himself a 
cozy home. At present they are stay­ 
ing in a small one-room house on the 
back end of their lot. 
They intend 
to live there until they have saved 
sufficient means to erect a cottage 
on the front end of the lot. 
Young Borem has been in the lime­ 
light of the mayor’s court before and 
was said to be one of the parti­ 
cipants iii the Saturday night orgic in 
West First street several months ago. 
It is said that Borem told where he 
purchased 
intoxicants 
Saturday 
evening.

last Sunday, suddenly left his home 
iii Manilla a few days ago and has 
not been seen since, according to the 
Shelbyville Democrat. 
Miller was in a rig by himself and 
his rig came in contact with one in 
which Dale Brooks and Miss Bertha 
Moore were 
riding. 
As a result 
Brooks was thrown put and suffered 
a broken collar-bone. 
Miss Moore 
was badly bruised, but escaped seri­ 
ous injury. 
Miller escaped entirely, 
but several spokes were broken in his 
buggy. 
The next day after tho accident 
took place Brooks made mm one start­ 
ling accusations 
against 
Miller in 
which it was charged that Miller had 
purposely driven 
into his rig with 
malicious 
intent. 
To 
substantiate 
his statements Brooks said that Mil­ 
ler had made dire threats as to what 
he would do if the proper opportunity, 
ever presented itself. 
In the main 
the statement from Brooks was that 
Miller was “sore’’ on account of tile 
fact that his best girl had turned a 
cold shoulder and had refused to pay 
any attention to him whatever. 
People who are 
informed say 
that Brooks came to this city osten­ 
sibly for the purpose of seeing the 
proper authorities in regard lo bring­ 
ing court action against Miller. 
The 
disappearance of Miller is thus ac­ 
counted for by the Shelbyville Demo­ 
crat, because it is known that he 
knew Brooks was going to see offic­ 
ials about the matter. 
That there 
may be more than a grain of truth in 
the statement 
made by 
Brooks is 
shown by the disappearance of Mil­ 
ler, 
whose 
whereabouts 
are 
not 
known even to his closest friends. 
Young Miller formerly lived in St. 
Paul with his widowed mother and lie 
is well known in the suthem part of 
Rush county.

Washingto n, Oct. 11.—It is stated 
au tho ritativ ely that the m atters at is­ 
su e between Mr. Crane and Secretary 
Kno x hav e been settled to the entire 
satisfactio n o f bo th parties and that 
Mr. Crane will pro ceed to his po st, 
sailing fro m San Francisco o n Oct. 20 
o n the steam er Ko rea. 


W ashingto n, Oct. 11.—The u nex pect­ 
ed and hitherto my sterio u s recall to 
Washingto n o f Charles R. Crane by 
Secretary o f State Kno x as he was 
at the po int o f sailing fro m San Fran­ 
cisco to assu me his du ties as minister 
o f the ru tte d States to China, was o c­ 
casio ned by dev elo pments inv o lv ing 
the qu estio n o f Mr. Crane’s fitness fo r 
that po st. 
This mu ch is kno wn in 
well info rmed qu arters in Washingto n. 
Unless Mr. Crane is able to clear him­ 
self in the ey es o f Secretary Kno x o f 
an accu satio n o f a serio u s breach o f 
what the state departm ent regards as 
the first principle o f diplo matic discre­ 
tio n. the co nference with his o fficial 
chief, which is being held to dcv , may 
resu lt in the abru pt term inatio n o f Mr. 
Crane's co nnectio n witli.the diplo matic 
serv ice. 
Minister Crane arriv ed in W ilm ing­ 
to n late Su nday afterno o n fro m his 
hu rried jo u rney acro ss the co ntinent, 
reiterated his declaratio n o f igno rance 
as to the o ccasio n fo r his ra th e r dra­

Thirty miles up the 
river, on the site of the battle of 
Stony Point, will be unveiled a m e­ 
morial arch a t about the same time. 
Not Hie least feature of the celebra­ 
tion will be New York’s great parade, 
made up exclusively of soldiers and 
sailors. 
The affair was confined to 
the army and navy because of the 
groat num ber in line and for the fur­ 
ther reason that there would be too 
much confusion in handling undrilled 
organizations. 
At least 
25,000 uni­ 
formed men will march, a num ber al­ 
most unprecedented in this country in 
peace times. 
Despite (lie millions that 
will lie 
present to view this scries of Imposing 
spectacles, the committee in charge as­ 
sures the public that every one will 
have a (‘hance to see. There are many 
miles of river front from which the 
naval parades can be witnessed, and, 
as for the land pageants, they will 
move through such a long stretch of 
streets that there will be room for 
all. 
Considering th at New York her­ 
self has more than 4,000,000 people 
and that she is situated in tile midst 
of a densely populated area extending 
from Boston to Washington, it is im­ 
possible to estim ate the multitudes 
that will be present.

docks in the same river when only 
four days out from the other shore of 
the Atlantic. T hat one stupendous fact 
is itself an infinite honor to the name 
of Robert Fulton.

“Why, I look on America as I would 
look on some young boy ju st off for 
college or as I would on a young couple 
newly married. 
The country delights 
me. 
I ain enthusiastic over it.

have a great future, but your troubles 
are all ahead.

“You have one tremendous figure 
here. 
I mean your late and future 
President Theodore Roosevelt. 
Ile is 
a splendid man. 
One nation docs not 
produce more than two or three men 
like that."
